President W ilson dictated the follow­ 
ing statem ent about the congress that 
has just adjourned:

The two men, with handkerchiefs 
over their faces and wearing long 
raincoats, walked into the bank dur­ 
ing a meeting of the directors.

cashier, C. AS. Sharp, went to the 
window to see what the men wanted 
before he noticed their masks. 
He was confronted with two re­ 
volvers and commanded to hold aphis 
hands and keep still.

P. J. Duck­ 
ett. and directors, they were also com­ 
manded to throw up their.hands. 
One of the bandits took all the 
cashier’s ready money, while the oth­ 
er one kept two guns pointed at the 
bankers.

After taking all of the money in 
sigh t the robbers marched the cash­ 
ier and directors into the vault and 
locked the door.

made 
on 
blanks furnished by the government, 
and also are kept for inspection. 
In­ 
spectors will check up all drugs on 
hand at irregular intervals from the 
ordei blanks and the inventories. 
Ten persons 
applied 
voluntarily 
Monday at the general hospital to be 
cured of the drug habit. 
Seven of 
them had been warned by druggists 
that it w'ould be impossible to pro­ 
cure more drugs. 
These hurried to 
the hospital, fearing to take up alone 
the struggle against the habit.

Each physic&n is given a register­ 
ed number by the revenue collector, 
which number is required to be plac­ 
ed on each prescription for any of 
the narcotic drugs, under 
the 
pro­ 
visions of the act. and under no cir­ 
cumstances can a prescription of this 
nature be refilled. 


The druggist is required to keep a 
record ot all such drugs he has in 
stock and to register sales of such. 
Inspecting officers will 
make 
the 
roitnJs at intervals and receive sworn 
statements from proprietors of drug 
stores as # to tho ^nount of “dopy” 
compounds and R eparations on hand, 
and will also personally inspect such 
stock when deemed necessary in ver­ 
ification of sworn 
statements 
sub­ 
mitted. 
Where suspected dt*igs are found 
in the possession of manufacturers or 
dealers who have not registered, sam­ 
ples of the same must 
be 
procured 
and forwarded to the laboratory in 
the office of the commissioner of in­ 
ternal revenue for analysis. 
Users of the habit forming drugs in 
Sedalia are not very 
numerous, 
ac­ 
cording to a Ural druggist, and these 
few are limited practically 
to 
hab­ 
itues of the underworld. 
Fair time always brings an influx 
of drug fiends, who 
are 
principally 
concessionaires, sideshow spielers, or 
those who take 
part 
in 
midway 
shows. 
It is said that an habitual user of 
heroin that came to Sedalia during the 
last state fair became familiar with 
several Sedalia boys, and started a 
habt among them of using the drug.

I vvo corpses, one of a pretty, inno­ 
cent young girl,’ the other her mur­ 
derer, who died by his 
own 
hand, 
were lowered into two newly made 
raves. 
A grief stricken father and 
mother at each 
graveside, 
scalding 
tears stream ing from their eyes as the 
lods are shoveled into the graves, is 
the ( losing chapter of one of the most 
revolting murders and 
suicides 
in 
Centia1 Missouri history. 
Pile bodies of pretty fourteen-vear- 
old Grace Barton, and her murderer, 
Clive Hill, who took his own life with 
lie same weapon with which he mur­ 
dered an innocent little school girl 
Saturday, were buried today, 
Grace’s 
bady was taken to Marshall. 
Funeral 
services were conducted in the Pres­ 
byterian church and interment made 
in Ridge Park cemetery. 
Tho boily of Clive Hill was buried 
n Hie W itcher burying ground, on 
the Jerome Younger farm, where tile 
murder and suicide took place. 
Tho causes which led up to Hie hor* 
iblc tragedy enacted in the pasture 
en the farm of Jerome Younger, three 
miles northwest of this place Saturday 
afternoon, probably never 
will 
be 
known. 
If anyone knows more than 
has already been told over and over 
again, that i>erson is not saying any­ 
thing. 
Sudice to say. not a breath of sus­ 
picion 
is directed against the fair 
name of Grace Barton, whose life was 
aerified! to the ungovernable anger 
of an admirer, whose advances she 
isco ’.raged. 
After Clive Hill had killed Grace 
Barton and then ended his own life 
with the same weapon, certain words 
md actions of his, which attracted 
lo undue notice at She time, took or. 
m'vv significance. 
About a week ago, Clive Hill was 
visiting at the home of B e r t- St cis 
worth, a neighbor. 
In the course ot 
conversation which had Grifted around 
to the subject of love and marriage 
Hill spid: 
“If I ever fall in love with 
gi**l and she turns me down, I will 
rill her and then take my own life.” 
No importance was attached to hic 
assert ion at that time, his words be­ 
ing considered the idle*vaporings of 
boastful lad. 
After the tragedy a 
few days later, in which Hill figured 
as a murderer and then a suicide, his 
words recurred to his hearers with 
terible significance. 
Here is the tragedy, as near as it 
can be reconstructed from the mea­ 
gre evidence at hand: 
Clive HUI. twenty-one 
years 
old. 
liyed with bis parents, Mr. and Mrs 
William Hill, tenants on tho farm of 
Jerome Younger, three miles north 
west of Wanamaker, baline county. 
Grace Barton, a pretty and modest 
fourteen-vear-old school girl in short 
dresses, lived with lier parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles .Barton, on un ad­ 
joining farm. 
The homes of Hill and 
Grace Barton are about three or four, 
hundred yards apart. 
The two families are on the mo 
friendly terms, with 
the 
neighbors 
intimacy which naturally springs up 
between families* whose homes are 


close together and whose daily work 
and interests are identical. 


Clive HIU and Grace Barton were 
frequent, visitors at 
the 
home 
ot 
Jerome Younger, on whose farm the 
Hill family we»*e tenants. 


As to any flirtation or love affair! 
between Clive Hill and Grace Bartow 
though, nothing was known by their 
parents and neighbors, to whom# their 
daily lives were as an 
open 
book. 
They were ordinary friends, that is 
all. 
For t h e .past week Clive Hill, who 
was a hot headed, impetuous youth, 
had been moody and out of sorts: 
not sufficiently so, however, to attract 
undue attention. 
Hill had made arrangem ents to en­ 
ter the employ of James Martin, of 
near Houstonia, as a farm hand for 
the spring season, beginning the first 
of March. 
Saturday 
morning 
Hill 
made several ineffectual attem pts to 
get* into 
telephonic 
communication 
with Martin to tell him that he (Hill) 
would be on hand Munday morning 
tor work. 'E xasperated at his failure. 
he said: 
“W ell/ it makes no differ­ 
ence, anyway. 
I may not he alive by 
Monday morning.” 
Saturday morning 
at 
9 
o’clock 
Glace Barton took her school books 
under her ami and walked a d ista n ce 
of a mile to Forest Grove schoolhouse, 
tho district school where- she was a 
pupil and of which Miss Ruth Wilson, 
who is teacher, was making tip a day 
lost on account of illness. 
Hill spent the 
forenoon 
loitering 
aimlessly .around the farm.

counter Grace Barton on the road had 
been frustrated, crossed the fence in­ 
to the pasture and intercepted the 
girl at a point about half way be­ 
tween the Younger home 
and

gate at the west road. 
The meeting 
place was out of„signt ol tile Younger 
louie, a

of 
brush 
having 
sprung up at this point. The distance 
between this point and the house is 
about an eighth of a mile. 
Just what Hill said or did to this 
ittle school girl in short dresses can 
not be ascertained.

souri beer and plug tobacco, like Mis­ 


souri corn cob pipes, are known and 
used in every civilized 
country in 
the world, declares a bulletin of the 
bureau of labor statistics given out 
today to the press 
by Commissioner 
John T. Fitzpatrick 
to boom and 
boost Missouri as an 
ever growing 
manufacturing state. While Missouri 
does not hold first rank among all 
the states for the quantity of beer 
manufactured every year, it did rank 
second in 1914 in the quantity that 
was shipped to foreign lands from the 
Atlantic and 
Pacific 
seaports, 
and 
does contain the largest brewery iii 
the world. A total of 843.430 gallons 
of beer were exported in that fiscal 
year, Wisconsin being the only state 
which excelled it in this respect,but 
it took all the breweries of that state 
to do it. 
Missouri’s exported beer 
came solely from St. Louis, and it 
was cent to and 
drunk 
in 
Japan, 
France, Italy, England, Germany, Ire­ 
land, Australia, Mexico, Philippine Is- 
londs, New Zealand and other more 
remote points. New York has some 
large breweries, but they only ship 
ped to foreign points approximately 
half the beer Missouri 
did in 1914. 
All states exported in 1914, 2,591,475 
gallons of beer. 
When the Missouri 
exportations are compared 
to these 
figures it can at once be seen that 
one-third of the 
entire beer 
which 
was sold abroad last year came from 
Missouri. 
In 1914 the breweries in Missouri, 
chiefly those in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, produced 
4.142,160 
barrels of 
beer which had a valuation approxi­ 
mately of nearly 
$30,000,006. 
The 
first district, which 
is the eastern 
half of the state 
and 
includes St. 
Louis, Cape Girardeau, 
St. Charles, 
Hannibal and 
one 
or 
two 
other 
cities with breweries, turned out 3,- 
564,725 barrels of beer. The sixth dis­ 
trict, which comprises 
the western 
half of Missouri, and contains such 
brewery cities as 
K ansas1 City, St. 
Joseph, Joplin, 
Springfield, Sedalia, 
Jefferson City and 
Weston, turned 
out 577,439 barrels of beer. A ll Mis­ 
souri beer which was exported went 
out free of internal 
revnue, as is 
provided for by the 
federal govern­ 
ment for beer and tobacco which are 
sold in foreign countries. 
Of the 66,252.123 pounds of plug to­ 
bacco made in Missouri in 1914, worth 
approximately 
$33,000,000, 
311,114 
pounds were 
consumed 
in 
foreign 
countries. 
While other 
states 
lead 
Missouri in the amount of smoking 
tobacco shipped abroad, Missouri held 
first rank for the plug chewing var­ 
iety. 
In 1914. as has been the case for 
many years, Missouri again led all 
states iii quantity of 
plug 
tobacco 
which was manufactured. 
North Car­ 
olina, which held second rank, turned 
out less than 50,000,000 pounds in 1914. 
Approximately 40 per cent of the plug 
tobacco manufactured in the United 
States in 1914 was made in Missouri. 
the output of this state excelling that 
of Michigan. New Jersey, California. 
Illinois, Ohio, Tennessee 
and 
Vir­ 
ginia combined. 
While Missouri to­ 
bacco manufactories 
in 
1914^ were 
turning out 66.252.123 pounds of plug 
tobacco, they also produced, as a side 
line, 7,822,641 pounds of twist; 2,055.- 
802 jTOunds of 
smoking 
and 
2,827 
pounds of snuff, making a total of 76.- 
133,343 lKuinds of manufactured tobac­ 
co produced in Missouri in 1914. 
In 
total quantity manufactured Missouri 
held second rank, being only excelled 
by North Carolina, which took the 
lead by turning out 
more 
smoking 
tobacco. 
Most of Missouri’s 
manu 
factared tobacco is made in St. Louis 
With the exception of probably 5,600. 
OOO pounds of leaf, which was grown 
in Missouri, most of the leaf was pro 
duoei. by Kentucky, Tennessee and 
other eastern and southern states.

Pulling a Drag Through Mud When 
Soil Is Sticky I© Waste of Time— 
Farmer* Work Together. 


We have a road . drag club of 38 
members that has been in existence 
for nearly two years. 
About a third 
of the members own drags and these 
are In use nearly all the time. 
It Is 
understood that any member has a 
perfect right to hitch to anybody’s 
drag that is not in use. 
We have learned a good vugny 
things about r6ad dragging since we 
started, writes W. I). Dennis of Mis­ 
souri in Farm Progress. 
Dragging a 
road is not quite as simple as It looks 
and there are some kinds of dragging 
that are not worth doing. 
For in­ 
stance we have found that pulling a 
drag through the mud when the soil is 
sticky enough to cling to the drag is 
a waste of time. 
Nor do we ever drag a road that is 
bone dry. 
All the good tha£ does is 
to heap the dust in the center of the 
highway. Of course, we have no one 
in the club who has authority to send 
a man home if he wants to drag a 
road in dry and dusty weather, but it 
is understood that such road work is 
foolish and no one does it 
Drive ihe team .at a walk, always, 
is another of our unwritten rules.

others. Slow and steady does the best 
work. 
We have no heavy drags. 
A few 
months’ experience showed us they 
were not what we wanted. 
We use 
light drags, pulled over the road at 
about the regulation angle of 45 de­ 
grees. 
This pulls a small amount of 
earth over to the center of the high 
way and firms the whole wheel path 
We have a 60-foot highway. Natur­ 
ally we do not try to drag all of that 
surface. 
What we try to maintain is 
a roadway of about twenty feet in 
width. We begin in the center and try. 
to first get a good wheel track width 
in fair shape. As soon as this is done 
the drags are lapped a little farther 
ove.* into the undragged roadway at 
the side’s. 
We drag the roads as soon as pos­ 
sible after every rain. The best work 
is done after a rain and just before 
the road surface begins to harden as 
it dries. One side of the wheel path is 
taken going in one direction, and the 
other side is smoothed up on the re­ 
turn trip. 
Half a dozen drags on a 
road after a spring rain will work 
wanders 
Keep this up a few* weeks 
and you are able to build the center 
of the road up to a height of from 
ten to tw elve inches above the level of 
the edges. 
This gives a good drain­ 
age and makes the future dragging 
easier and much more effective. 
•Road dragging is something that 
must be kept up continually. Eternal 
dragging is the price we hale to’pay 
for dirt roads that ate above the av­ 
erage. If we paid for the work put on 
them it would probably cost us all of 
$10 and maybe $12 a mile for the 
year. 
Some years the roads will re­ 
quire much more work than in others 
because of the weather conditions. 
The amount of traffic and the nature 
of the soil on which the road is built 
are 
other 
factors 
that 
affect the 
amount of dragging necessary. 
There are some spots in every road 
that should be graded and filled 'be­ 
fore you can expect to do very much 
with the drag. 
A drag will nojt help 
these bad spots much. Get theqs fixed 
up once, though, and you won’t haves 
much trouble in keeping them in shape 
with the drag.

American minister to Rumania, Sci-j 
bin and Bulgaria, has found himself 
in a peculiar position 
as a result of 
the war. The demands upon him have 
been such that 
when 
an Associated 
Press correspondent 
visited 
him at 
his palatial home 
in 
Bucharest the i 
American 
minister 
was 
wrestling 
with bookkeeping anti correspondence 
in all of the ten languages of Cen­ 
tra! Europe. 
He was sitting behind a large desk 
strewn with letters 
each containing 
either a request for information con­ 
cerning Hie fate 
of 
some 
missing 
soldier from 
Austria-Hungary, Ger­ 
many, Serbia or Russia, or a money 
order for some prisoner of war. 
“Tliis is tho second 
of 
our 
five 
dally mail deliveries,” said he. “ami 
so tar I have received 1b2 letters. My 
small staff is so overworked that I 
am obliged to lend a hand. I thought 
this would he 
only 
until somebody 
could he found to do the work. 
But 
such people are extremely scarce in 
Rumania. So I started 
in 
lo 
keep 
books and records and what not. act 
as mail clerk, and 
about 
the only 
tiling I have not done so far is to 
take my letters to the postoffice.” 
In private life 
Mr. Vopicka is a 
wealthy Chicago banker. 
“I have comp to like my work,” he 
said, after telling how he spent from 
ll! to Id hours a day in bookkeeping. 
“Each little effort in behalf ct these 
poor men means 
not 
only comfort 
for them, but reassurance for some 
poor soul at home. I re-transmit mon­ 
ey from persons in Austria-Hungary, 
Germany, Serbia and Russia to pris­ 
oners of war held 
in 
the 
enemy’s 
country. 
“Some of tile amounts 
transmitted 
are humble mites for prisoners whose 
relatives had to save hard to spare 
even tile little then send. 
The remit­ 
tances to officers are larger, as a 
rule. 
Some of the Austrian prisoners 
held by the Serbs are wealthy men, 
who receive money from 
home 
in 
thousands. 
“I must deal here in German marks. 
Austro-Hungarian 
kronen. 
Serbian 
francs. Russian rubles and Rouman­ 
ian lei. 
I ani glad that I had at least 
a little expe-ience as banker, for oth­ 
erwise my predicament 
would 
he 
greater than it is.” 
A few weeks ago the American min­ 
ister made a trip to Serbia to in- 
quit e into the treatment of the Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian prisoners of war. 
He 
reported that the men were all well 
treated. 
They are given three sub­ 
stantial meals a day and few of them 
complained. 
Mr. Vopica said that Dr. Edward "VY 
Ryan, who is iii charge of the Amer­ 
ican Ret! Cross unit in Serbia, was 
t 
now in control of all Hie Serbian mil­ 
itary hospitals, and that his efforts 
were greatly appreciated by the Ser­ 
bian government. 
Dr. Ryan found a woeful disregard 
for tile essentials in hospital sanita­ 
tion and started in by insisting that 
all tile hospital floors he scrubbed 
once a day—in the morning. 
At first he had great difficulty en­ 
forcing this. 
Now, 
however, 
clean 
floors have become a habit with which 
even tho Set*bes are loath to part. 
During the bombardment of Belgrade
